State Highway Progress 


Three million dollars* worth of the state highway 
bonds were sold yesterday under the advertisement. 
The proceeds of this sale are to be used to cover con­ 
tracts under way and to be let by the State Highway 
Commission during the coming month. 
Ten millions of 
dollars* worth of these bonds have been sold, and these 
with the amount sold yesterday, leave but Five millions 
to he disposed of. 
According to the reports from Sacramento between 
SCX) and 600 miles of this road have been completed along 
the two main trunk lines. W ork is being rushed between 
Sausalito and Eureka and the coast line is being inspect­ 
ed with a view to expediting its completion as much as 
possible. There is no railroad communication along this 
line at present and most of the land travel is by auto 
stage. 
Fo r this reason the commission regards the com­ 
pletion of this work more important than on the valley 
sections where oilier means of communication are abun­ 
dant. 
The commission reports that the money now being 
raised through the sale of bonds is being* used exclusively 
for construction of the highway. 
Its upkeep and main­ 
tenance will be cared for by the motor vehicle depart­ 
ment, half of the vehicle tax going to the state and half 
to the counties for highway preservation and repair. 
The northern office of the commission has been moved 
from Redding to Dunsmuir, where extensive operations 
ar now going on. 
Portions of the road reaching to the 
Oregon line are almost completed, aud strips of highway 
in all portions of the state are Finished and in use.

tile city of San Bernardino, based on 
tile fact that the 
Riverside 
W ater 
Company, the predecessor of the city 
of Riverside, was on the ground and 
developing toe water in question long 
before the city of 
San 
Bernardino 
sank any wells or did any develop­ 
ment. 
“ The filing of the suit at this time,” 
said Francis Cuttle, president of the 
Riverside W ater Company, “ comes as 
somewhat of a surprise. 
In a confer­ 
ence recently held in San Bernardino 
between Riverside city officials and 
representatives of the different water 
companies .here, we were given to un­ 
derstand t hat the matter 
would be 
taken up again at another conference, 
to be held in this city in 
tile near 
future. 
“ So far as the merits of the case 
are concerned, the Riverside Water 
Company, which was the predecessor 
of tile city of Riverside in the owner­ 
ship of the artesian wells in question, 
was on the ground and had develop­ 
ments under way long before the city 
of San Bernardino had developed any 
waler whatever, and if cither 
party 
lia-- any complaint to make, it would 
lie Riverside against San Bernardino. 
“ W e have no fear of the results of 
tile litigation— we have 
never 
been 
beaten in a court action by San Ber­ 
nardino—but it is a shame that the 
great expense of a suit should be en­ 
tailed.

Herreshoff, C. W, Inslee, Fraser Hale, 
Harold Weber and A. G. Lockwood, 
all of whom participated in the Brit­ 
ish and French 
amateur 
champion­ 
ships. 
Only once in the last twenty years 
- has an amateur won the British Open 
Championship, and that was Harold 
H. Hilton, in 1897. 
Hilton was again 
in the held and was fancied strongly 
as also were J. H. Taylor, the present 
holder of the title, Ray, Vardon 
and 
George Duncan. 
Taylor has won five 
times, in 1894, 1895, 1900, 7909 and last 
year, while Vardon has a similar num­ 
ber of victories to his credit—1896, 
1899, 1903, 1898 and 1911.

Through the trip conducted by the 
Santa Ana Chamber of Commerce to 
the top of Santiago Peak, It is likely 
that a good many parties will be or­ 
ganized this summer for journeys to 
the peak. 
It makes an excellent out­ 
ing, one of the best in Orange county, 
which is fortunate in having a large 
number of points where 
one 
going 
forth for an outing 
can

his 
heart’s desire, in mountain 
or 
sea, 
rock shore or rugged canyon. 
To reach the crest of old Saddle­ 
back one may take ony one of three 
or four routes. 
The one in constant 
UBC by the forest service and the one 
that is the most feasible for most of 
those likely to consider making the 
trip is that between 
Joplin’s 
ranch 
and the peak. 
This trail crosses a 
hogback from Joplin’s, 
which point 
looks down on 
the 
Trabuco, 
and 
down into the Santiago Canyon. This 
canyon is followed to the crest. 
The 
saddle of the twin peaks is the very 
head of Santiago Canyon. 
To reach Joplin’s one may go by 
automobile to the foot of 
the 
hill. 
Take the Trabuco road across the Ir­ 
vine ranch to Aliso canyon, striking 
the canyon a mile above 
El 
Toro. 
The Trabuco and Aliso roads, which 
are in Supervisor Leek’s district, are 
two of the best dirt roads in South­ 
ern California, and an 
automobilist

There la always wa­ 
ter in the creek, and 
camp can be 
struck 'beneath the alden that line 
the stream. 
Rocks that have been

be designated as a difficult one, es­

It makes an excellent out­ 
ing, one of the best in Orange county, 
which is fortunate in having a large 
number of points where 
one

forth for an outing 
can

heart’s desire, in mountain 
or 
sea, 
rock shore or rugged canyon. 
To reach the crest of old Saddle­ 
back one may take ony one of three 
or four routes. 
The one in constant 
use by the forest service and the one 
that is the most feasible for most of 
those likely to consider making the 
trip Is that between 
Joplin’s 
ranch 
and the peak. 
This trail crosses a 
hogback from Joplin’s, 
which point 
looks down on 
the 
Trabuco, 
and 
down into the Santiago Canyon. This 
canyon is followed to the crest. 
The 
saddle of the twin peaks is the very 
head of Santiago Canyon. 
To reach Joplin’s one may go by 
automobile to the foot of 
the 
.hill. 
Take the Trabuco road across the Ir­ 
vine ranch to Aliso canyon, striking 
the canyon a mile above 
El 
Toro. 
The Trabuco and Aliso roads, which 
are in Supervisor Leek’s district, are 
two of the best dirt roads in South­ 
ern California, and an 
automobilist 
will find the drive beautiful as well 
as one pf comfort. 
The turn to Joplin’s off the main 
road Is made a short distance beyond 
the Trabuco schoolhouse. 
Get Out and Walk 
The 
automobiles 
that 
took 
the 
Chamber of Commerce party stopped 
at a barn at the foot of the mountain. 
The road to the houses 
is 
used by 
wagons, but la not only steep but is 
also rocky and rough for automobiles.

Old Camp is 
an 
Ideal 
camping 
place. 
Parties who went to spend a 
night on the way might 
figure on 
spending the night at this point, at 
the foot of the trail 
dropping 
into 
the Santiago several miles above the 
Modjeska place. 
There la always wa­ 
ter in the creek, and 
camp 
can he 
struck ’beneath the alders that line 
the stream. 
Rocks that have been 
used for cooking for years are still 
in place for use but a few feet from 
a table built beneath an oak. 
The trail from Old Camp is not to 
be designated as a difficult one, es­ 
pecially if a person is used 
to 
the 
kind that has lots of places in it so 
steep that a horse has to struggle to 
make the ascents. 
The horses won’t 
have to get in and dig in that fash­ 
ion familiar to riding 
horses 
that 
climb straight up. 
The forest service 
has cleared away the brush, b o that 
brush as an obstable is not to be men­ 
tioned. Let a person try to cut across 
lots, and brush becomes 
something 
worth talking about. 
In the Old Sad­ 
dleback trip last week

New Automobile Device Shows Sur­ 
prising R esults Under An Official 
Test of Register Representative 


Last Saturday there was 
a 
test 
made In Santa Ana under the super­ 
vision of the Register, of the 
Mul- 
vaney D istillate Vaporizer which is a 
new attachm ent to a carbureter which 
has for Its purpose the vaporization 
of the heavier and cheaper grades of 
fuels. 
T his test was made with 
a 
Ford Touring Car carrying four pass­ 
engers which run 35.5 m iles on a gal­ 
lon of distillate. 
This device is attached between the 
carbureter and the intake manifold 
and contains a heat chamber which is 
heated from the exhaust. 
On the sur­ 
face of this heat chamber are a num­ 
ber of retaining rings which hold the 
fuel until it is thoroughly vaporized. 
Tests sljow that distillate and kero­ 
sene are stronger fuels than gasoline, 
the difference being a lower gravity 
and til us requiring application of heat 
to vaporize it. 
It Is also claimed by 
authorities 
that 
distillate 
properly 
vaporized does not form a hard car­ 
bon deposit as does gasoline. 
There 
Is little doubt but that in 
a 
short 
time the cheaper grades of fuels will 
be used alm ost exclusively thus re­ 
ducing the cost of motoring, to less 
than any other mode of travel. 
It is interesting to note that 
in 
France large prizes are offered 
for 
motors with tile best records on kero­ 
sene and that several of the winning 
cars in the Indianapolis races used 
kerosene as fuel.
